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Attempt On President Analyzed 


SACRAMENTO, Calif, (AP) - 
Intelligence agencies knew Ly nette 
Fromme, a disciple of mass murderer 
Charles Manson, was in town. But she 
still got within two feet of President 
Ford with a loaded .45-caliber pistol. 
Miss Fromme, 26, who kept in close 
touch with Manson even after he was 
sent to San Quentin Prison, was 
charged with attempted murder of the 
President. 
The thin, red-haired woman was 
wrestled to the ground after she aimed 
the pistol at Ford and screamed, “It 
didn’t go off.” 


The firing chamber of the Army Colt 
was empty , but there were four live 
rounds of ammunition in the clip. 
As agents backed Miss Fromme up 
against a tree and Ford was hustled 
away by his body guards, a witness 
heard her repeat over and over, “He is 
not a public servant. He is not a public 
servant.” 
A reporter’s tape recorder also 
showed that she y elled, “This country 
is a mess! The man is not y our 
president!” 
Fo rd was shaking hands with 
spectato rs Friday as he walked 
through a park near the California 
Capitol for a meeting with Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
“I saw a hand coming up behind 
several others in the front row. And 
obviously there was a gun in that 
hand,” the President said. 
“ I then saw almost instantaneously , 
very q uick and very effective action by 
the Secret Service in taking care of the 
m atter.” 
A Secret Service agent stationed in 
Sacramento said Miss Fromme had 
not been under surveillance because 
she had never ex pressed any interest 
in the President. He also said it was 


impossible to keep an ey e on every one 
who is “a little out of the ordinary .” 
Miss Fromme — Manson dubbed her 
“Sq ueaky ” because her voice tends to 
sq ueak when she is agitated — was in 
Sacramento County Jail today under 
$1 million bail. 
A preliminary hearing was set for 
nex t Thursday in Sacramento federal 
court. Miss Fromme entered no plea at 
her arraignment Friday . 
When U.S. Magistrate Esther Mix 
asked her if she had any statement, 
Miss Fromme answered in a clear 
voice, “No.” 
She came to Sacramento two y ears 
ago to be close to Manson, her spiritual 
leader, when he was at Folsom Prison. 
She and another Manson follower, 
Sandra Good, 30, stay ed on after 
Manson was transferred to San 
Quentin, but Miss Fromme continued 
to correspond with him. 
Manson, who is serving a life sen­ 
tence, was convicted in the bizarre, 
ex ecution-sty le slay ings of movie 
actress Sharon Tate and six others in 
August 1969. 
“ All the intelligence agencies were 
aware they were in town,” said Paul 
Young, special FBI agent in charge of 
the Sacramento office, referring to 
Miss Fromme and Miss Good. 
White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said the Secret Service never 
had Miss Fromme under surveillance. 
The Secret Service refused to say if her 
name was on a computerized list of 
50,000 people who are considered 
potential threats to the President. 
Dway ne Key es, the U.S. attorney 
who is prosecuting the case against 
Miss Fromme, paused a while when he 
was asked why security agencies 
failed to put her under active sur­ 
veillance. 
“That's difficult to answer,” Key es 


said, “We are now looking at this in 
retrospect. I^aw enforcement agencies 
are aware of a lot of people that 
potentially might be a problem. 
“ But y ou can’t surveil every possible 
suspect.” 
Because of Miss Fromme’s ties with 
the Manson band of followers, Key es 
said his office would be investigating 
any possible conspiracy angle, but an 
FBI spokesman in Washington said 
there was no reason at this time to 
believe a conspiracy ex isted. 
Asked why the Secret Service failed 
to put Miss Fromme and Miss Good 
under surveillance, special agent 
Douglas Duncan of the Sacramento 
office said “because they never ex ­ 
pressed any interest in the President 
or any thing of a federal nature. 


Duncan said his office had no printed 
file on Miss Fromme and its only in­ 
formation on her was “strictly word of 
mouth.” 
Key es said tests were being run on 
the Army Colt 45.-caliber gun which 
authorities said was the weapon that 
Secret Service agent l*arry Buendorf 
pulled from Miss Fromme’s hand. 
Key es added that Miss Fromme had 
also been given several tests, including 
a psy chiatric ex amination, following 
her arrest. He declined to reveal the 
results of the tests. 
Whether Miss Fromme knew that 
the gun’s chamber was empty was a 
matter of “conjecture,” Key es said. 
He added that leaving the chamber 
empty might have been a mistake on 
her part. 


To prepare the .45 for firing, it is 
necessary to push back the slide to 
cock the weapon after the clip and its 
cartridges have been inserted into the 
weapon. 
Five hours after Miss Fromme was 
arrested, Ford praised the Secret 
Service and said: “This incident under 
no circumstances will prevent me or 
preclude me from contacting the 
American people as I travel from one 
state to another and from one com­ 
munity to another.” 
The episode occurred on a one-block 
walk through Capitol

from 
Ford’s hotel to the governor’s office in 
the Capitol. 
Ford waved to the crowd on the 
street and then slowed his pace to 
shake hands with members of a 


cheering crowd along his route. 
He was about 50 y ards from the 
entrance to the Capitol when Buendorf, 
walking behind Ford, suddenly lunged 
into the crowd. 
“He saw the hand of a woman come 
up between two people in the crowd, 
and she was pushing her way through 
the crowd,” said Nessen. 
“She had a gun in her hand. The gun 
was about two feet from the president. 
“ Agent Buendorf reached and 
grabbed the gun with his right hand, 
grabbed her arm with his left hand, 
forced her arm down and twisted the 
gun out of her hand,” Nessen said. 
Other Secret Service agents closed 
around Ford, who visibly paled at the 
sight of the gun. They then rushed him 
into the Capitol.

Ford To Conti nue 
Crowd Contacts 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford vows to continue having “that 
personal co ntact... with the American 
people” despite an attempt on his life. 
But his security aides are concerned 
about his propensity to mingle with 
crowds. 


“ This incident, under no c ir­ 
cum stances will prevent me or 
preclude me from contacting the 
American people as I travel from one 
state to another and from one com­ 
munity to ano ther,” 
Ford told 
reporters Friday after a y oung woman 
aimed a loaded pistol at him from 
armslength range. 
A Secret Service agent thwarted the 
apparent assassination attempt. 
“The President is very lucky to be 
alive,” one White House official said as 
Ford flew back to Washington on Air 
Force One on Friday night. 
Some aides fear the incident in 
Sacramento, Calif., could encourage 
others to make an assassination at­ 
tempt. 
Their concern is the President’s 
propensity for wading into a crowd to 
shake hands. Even in rainy weather, 
such as last week in New England, 


Ford can’t resist the urge to meet the 
people at every stop. 
Ford appeared stunned at first after 
the evident assassination attempt. But 
he q uickly pulled himself together and 
carried out his schedule. 
He went on to a meeting with 
California Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
and did not mention the incident until 
the end of their 30-minute session. 
Enroute back to Washington later, 
the President appeared in a jovial 
mood. He phoned his wife, took a nap, 
talked with aides and walked back to a 
compartment of Secret Service men 
and chatted with them. 
Security was noticeably tighter in 
Sacramento after the incident and the 
Secret Service and White House of­ 
ficials hope the President will be more 
cautious in the future. They plan a 
review of all security procedures. 
Ford and other officials feel the 
Secret Service did its job Friday . But 
officials believe Ford makes the job 
more difficult with his crowd-pleasing 
gestures. 
Ford has a heavy schedule of out-of- 
town appearances in the nex t several 
weeks and the 1976 presidential 
campaign lies ahead.

Edward M. Kennedy , who lost 
two brothers to assassins’ bullets, said, 
“The great majority of the American 
people want to see their president and 
talk with him” and risking the perils of 
public appearances is a “personal 
decision each president has to make.” 
Kennedy , in Seattle to dedicate a 
cancer center, was surrounded by 
plainclothes detectives and uniformed 
police. A police spokesman said it was 
“safe to assume” more protection was 
afforded the Massachusetts Democrat 
than most other politicians. 
The Secret Service declined to say if 
it tightened security at the home of 
former President Richard M. Nix on in 
San Clemente. 
“It’s something y ou just have to live 
with,” First Ijady Betty Ford said 
after hearing the newrs from a Secret 
Service agent. “I’m very grateful to 
the Secret Service and the great job 
they do.” 
Ford went ahead with his planned 
schedule in California and returned to 
Washington on 
Friday night. 
He 
greeted his wife with an embrace and 
his sons with handshakes. 
He told about 50 White House staff 
members and their families who 
gathered on the White House lawn that 
it was “nice to be home” and “we had 
a great trip.” 


“These attempts are terrify ing, but 
there is not much we can do about it,” 
said the President’s half-brother, Tom 
Ford, in I.ansing, Mich. 
Ly nette Alice “Sq ueaky ” Fromme, 
26, a follower of convicted murderer 
Charles Manson, was seized by of­ 
ficers Friday as she pointed a loaded 
pistol at Ford.

“ This incident, under no cir­ 
cum stances will prevent me or 
preclude me from contacting the 
American people as I travel from one 
state to another and from one com­ 
munity to another,’’ Ford told 
reporters Friday after a young woman 
aimed a loaded pistol at him from 
armslength range. 
A Secret Service agent thwarted the 
apparent assassination attempt. 
“The President is very lucky to be 
alive,” one White House official said as 
Ford flew back to Washington on Air 
Force One on Friday night. 
Some aides fear the incident in 
Sacramento, Calif., could encourage 
others to make an assassination at­ 
tempt. 
Their concern is the President’s 
propensity for wading into a crowd to 
shake hands. Even in rainy weather, 
such as last week in New England, 


Ford can’t resist the urge to meet the 
people at every stop. 
Ford appeared stunned at first after 
the evident assassination attempt. But 
he quickly pulled himself together and 
carried out his schedule. 
He went on to a meeting with 
California Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
and did not mention the incident until 
the end of their 30-minute session. 
Enroute back to Washington later, 
the President appeared in a jovial 
mood. He phoned his wife, took a nap, 
talked with aides and walked back to a 
compartment of Secret Service men 
and chatted with them. 
Security was noticeably tighter in 
Sacramento after the incident and the 
Secret Service and White House of­ 
ficials hope the President will be more 
cautious in the future. They plan a 
review of all security procedures. 
Ford and other officials feel the 
Secret Service did its job Friday. But 
officials believe Ford makes the job 
more difficult with his crowd-pleasing 
gestures. 
Ford has a heavy schedule of out-of- 
town appearances in the next several 
weeks and the 1976 presidential 
campaign lies ahead.

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, who lost 
two brothers to assassins’ bullets, said, 
“The great majority of the American 
people want to see their president and 
talk with him” and risking the perils of 
public appearances is a “personal 
decision each president has to make.” 
Kennedy, in Seattle to dedicate a 
cancer center, was surrounded by 
plainclothes detectives and uniformed 
police. A police spokesman said it was 
“safe to assume” more protection was 
afforded the Massachusetts Democrat 
than most other politicians. 
The Secret Service declined to say if 
it tightened security at the home of 
former President Richard M. Nixon in 
San Clemente. 
“It’s something you just have to live 
with,” First I^ady Betty Ford said 
after hearing the news from a Secret 
Service agent. “I’m very grateful to 
the Secret Service and the great job 
they do.” 
Ford went ahead with his planned 
schedule in California and returned to 
Washington on Friday night. 
He 
greeted his wife with an embrace and 
his sons with handshakes. 
He told about 50 White House staff 
members and their families who 
gathered on the White House lawn that 
it was “nice to be home” and “we had 
a great trip.”

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Weed y Beans Cause 
Com bine Losses

The demand fo r fo o d and price fo r 
so y beans challenge gro wers to harv est 
all the beans they po ssibly can. 
Unfo rtunately , so me farmers are 
plagued with ex cessiv e weeds in their 
fields, and this may create pro blems at 
harv est, sa y s Delbert 
M, 
By g, 
Ex tensio n Agricultural Engineer at 
The Ohio State Univ ersity . 
Weeds usually cause co mbine lo sses 
to increase 3 to 5 per cent, o r a lo ss 
increase o f 1 to 2 bushels per acre, By g 
say s. This v aries with the co nditio n o f 
the weeds. If weeds are green and 
succulent, lo sses will be higher than if 
they are dry o r hav e been killed by a 
fro st o r chemical. 
By g say s an Illino is harv est study 
sho ws that the cy linder and separatio n 
lo ss was 4.4 per cent when co mbining 
at 3 miles per ho ur i MPH) in pigweed 
infested plo ts prio r to fro st. After fro st, 
o r after weeds were disiccated by 
chemicals, the lo ss was less than 1 per 
cent, he say s. So , there was an ad­ 
ditio nal lo ss o f 3.5 per cent due to green 
weeds. 
Green weeds tend to reduce the 
threshing actio n as well as o v erlo ad 
the rack and sho e, so if y o u reduce 
fo rward speed, harv est lo ss due to 
green weeds can be reduced, he say s. 
The Illino is wo rk indicates that if 
gro und speed is reduced fro m 3 MPH 
to 1 MPH, the cy linder and sho w lo sses 
are reduced to less J ian 1 per cent. 
But, y o u must realize that at this 
speed, the acres harv ested per day are 


greatly reduced. 
Paraquat is a chemical that sto ps all 
plant gro wth and has been cleared fo r 
use o n so y beans. “ We hav e been ex ­ 
perimenting with it fo r killing weeds in 
mature so y beans so as to reduce the 
co mbine harv est lo sses as well as to 
minimize o ther pro blems o f running 
green weeds thro ugh the co mbine,” 
By g say s. “ Paraquat is usually ap­ 
plied by airplane o r helico pter at the 
rate o f 1 pint per acre in 5 gallo ns o f 
water with a wetting agent when the 
beans hav e dro pped 5 0 per cent o f their 
leav es and the remaining leav es hav e 
turned y ello w o r bro wn,” he ex plains. 
“ It’s impo rtant that the beans be 
mature. Otherwise, the y ield will be 
reduced,” he say s. 


If a killing fro st is ex pected within 10 
day s o f the paraquat applicatio n, there 
is no v alue in apply ing it, the specialist 
say s. But, if y o u hav e a cro p o f early 
maturing beans that are ready to 
harv est by mid-September and the 
weeds are still green, an applicatio n o f 
paraquat co uld kill all tho se weeds and 
make po ssible a faster, mo re efficient 
harv esting o peratio n. Usually , it takes 
8 to 10 day s after applicatio n fo r weeds 
to be co mpletely dried o ut. 


Wo rk last y ear with 4 v arieties o f 
so y beans sho wed no ev idence o f in­ 
creased shattering o r plant lo dging 
due to the treatment, he say s. And, 
there was no effect o n germinatio n 
when the treatment was applied after 
the beans had reached maturity . 
The usual co st is $8 per acre to hav e 
this chemical applied, By g say s.

Other plantings at the Rev iew site 
hav e plant po pulatio ns that v ary fro m 
abo ut 13,000 to 35 ,000 seed dro p per 
acre.

Pro ductio n wo rker emplo y ment, 
ex cluding a griculture, go v ernment 
and public educatio n, was do wn 9 per 
cent fo r the first sev en mo nths o f the 
y ear co mpared to the same perio d in 
197 4, the center said. 


All o f Ohio ’s majo r city -co unty areas 
sho wed declines in pro ductio n wo rker 
emplo y ment fro m J uly 197 5 to J uly 
197 4. The declines ranged fro m 5 per 
cent in Cincinnati to 15 per cent in 
Co lumbus. 
The center said co nstructio n em­ 
plo y ment was do wn 18 per cent in J uly 
1975 co mpared to J uly 197 4. It was o ff 
14 per cent fo r the first sev en mo nths o f 
197 5 co mpared to the same perio d a 
y ear ago . 
In all manufacturing 
industries, 
emplo y ment was do wn 15 per cent in 
the J ulv -to -J uly co mpariso n and 14 per 
cent fo r the sev en-mo nth perio d, the 
center said. 
Co ntinuing a trend fo r mo st o f the 
y ear, the center said mines and 
quarries was the o nly industry to sho w 
emplo y ment increases. Emplo y ment 
there was up 4 per cent fo r bo th J uly 
and the sev en-mo nth perio d.

Seed co m was 
passed thro ugh a bo tto mless earthen 
cro ck to pro tect the cro p fro m cro ws 
and cut wo rm. 
And then there was the best way to 
make go o d v inegar. 
During its 
preparatio n, the names o f the three 
mo st so ur-tempered wo men o f the 
neighbo rho o d were spo ken into the 
bung-ho le o f the cider barrel.

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Weedy Beans Cause 
Combine Losses

The demand for food and price for 
soybeans challenge growers to harvest 
all the beans they possibly can. 
Unfortunately, some farm ers are 
plagued with excessive weeds in their 
fields, and this may create problems at 
harvest, says Delbert M. 
Byg, 
Extension Agricultural Engineer at 
The Ohio State University. 
Weeds usually cause combine losses 
to increase 3 to 5 per cent, or a loss 
increase of I to 2 bushels per acre, Byg 
says. This varies with the condition of 
the weeds. If weeds are green and 
succulent, losses will be higher than if 
they are dry or have been killed by a 
frost or chemical. 
Byg says an Illinois harvest study 
shows that the cylinder and separation 
loss was 4.4 per cent when combining 
at 3 miles per hour (M PH ) in pigweed 
infested plots prior to frost. After frost, 
or after weeds were disiccated by 
chemicals, the loss was less than I per 
cent, he says. So. there was an ad­ 
ditional loss of 3.5 per cent due to green 
weeds. 
Green weeds tend to reduce the 
threshing action as well as overload 
the rack and shoe, so if you reduce 
forward speed, harvest loss due to 
green weeds can be reduced, he says. 
The Illinois work indicates that if 
ground speed is reduced from 3 MPH 
to I MPH, the cylinder and show losses 
are reduced to less than I per cent. 
But, you must realize that at this 
speed, the acres harvested per day are 


greatly reduced. 
Paraquat is a chemical that stops all 
plant growth and has been cleared for 
use on soybeans. “ We have been ex­ 
perimenting with it for killing weeds in 
mature soybeans so as to reduce the 
combine harvest losses as well as to 
minimize other problems of running 
green weeds through the combine,” 
Byg says. “ Paraquat is usually ap­ 
plied by airplane or helicopter at the 
rate of I pint per acre in 5 gallons of 
water with a wetting agent when the 
beans have dropped 50 per cent of their 
leaves and the remaining leaves have 
turned yellow or brown,” he explains. 
“ It’s important that the beans be 
mature. Otherwise, the yield will be 
reduced,” he says. 


If a killing frost is expected within IO 
days of the paraquat application, there 
is no value in applying it, the specialist 
says. But, if you have a crop of early 
maturing beans that are ready to 
harvest by mid-September and the 
weeds are still green, an application of 
paraquat could kill all those weeds and 
make possible a faster, more efficient 
harvesting operation. Usually, it takes 
8 to IO days after application for weeds 
to be completely dried out. 


Work last year with 4 varieties of 
soybeans showed no evidence of in­ 
creased shattering or plant lodging 
due to the treatment, he says. And, 
there was no effect on germination 
when the treatment was applied after 
the beans had reached maturity. 
The usual cost is $8 per acre to have 
this chemical applied, Byg says.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Indiana 
will be the first state to finish its 
system of interstate highways with 
completion expected next year, Gov. 
Otis R. Bowen said Thursday. 
An exception is a stretch of highway 
linking Evansville with Interstate 64, 
which was not included in the original 
plans, he said. 
Construction of the nationwide 
system of high-speed, limited access 
roads was authorized about 20 years 
ago. 
Bowen made the remarks in an 
interview taped for Indianapolis 
television station WTTV’s copyrighted 
Report from the Statehouse. 
In other remarks, Bowen said he 
disapproved of teacher strikes, but 
would leave enforcement of state law 
prohibiting them up to local authorities 
unless “ things get out of hand.” ----

Specialist, offers good news for 
homemakers who want to purchase a 
home appliance: “ The Warranty-FTC 
Improvement Act, effective July 4, 
1975, requires that any product 
warranty or guarantee offered by a 
manufacturer meet minimum federal 
standards. If a product has a full 
warranty, the manufacturer must 
repair the product promptly and free 
of charge. If the manufacturer cannot 
correct the defect or malfunction after 
a reasonable length of time, he must 
replace the product or give the buyer a 
refund. The manufacturer pays all 
shipping charges. A full warranty 
could have a time limit, but this in­ 
formation must be clearly stated, such 
as “ full one-year warranty” or “ full 
90-day guarantee.” A warranty or 
guarantee having any limitations must 
be labeled so and the restrictions 
stated clearly. The new act does not 
require a warranty or guarantee by 
offer.

Enrollment in the 1975 
revised 
Beekeeping Correspondence Course 
indicates that folks aren’t worrying too 
much about Africanized honeybees - so 
called killer bees. In just five months, 
over 200 people have enrolled in the 
course, offered through the Depart­ 
ment of Entomology and the Ohio 
Cooperative Extension Service at The 
Ohio State University. 
Dr. Lawrence J. Connor, OSU 
Entomologist, says students have 
enrolled from 33 states, but well over 
half of the number are from Ohio. Most 
are non-beekeepers who want to get 
into beekeeping, he says. Some 
students have just started keeping 
bees and want to learn more about the 
project. And, there are some very’ 
experienced hobbyist beekeepers 
enrolled in the course, apparently 
taking it for a review, he says. 
The six-lesson course is operated in 
traditional correspondence course 
style with lessons passing back and 
forth in the mail. The registration fee 
for the non-credit course is $16.00 per 
student, Connor says. However, 
groups may purchase sets for the 
course and teach and grade work 
themselves for a reduced cost of $6.00 
per person.

Employment of Ohio production 
workers and other nonsupervisory 
personnel was down IO per cent in July 
compared to the same month a year 
ago, the Center for Business and Eco­ 
nomic 
Research 
at Ohio State 
University said. 


Production worker employment, 
excluding agriculture, government 
and public education, was down 9 per 
cent for the first seven months of the 
year compared to the same period in 
1974, the center said. 


All of Ohio’s major city-county areas 
showed declines in production worker 
employment from July 1975 to July 
1974. The declines ranged from 5 per 
cent in Cincinnati to 15 per cent in 
Columbus. 
The center said construction em­ 
ployment was down 18 per cent in July 
1975 compared to July 1974. It was off 
14 per cent for the first seven months of 
1975 compared to the same period a 
year ago. 
In all manufacturing industries, 
employment was down 15 per cent in 
the July-to-July comparison and 14 per 
cent for the seven-month period, the 
center said. 
Continuing a trend for most of the 
year, the center said mines and 
quarries was the only industry to show 
employment increases. Employment 
there was up 4 per cent for both July 
and the seven-month period.

Flowering Ornamentals 
M ay Be Used For Jellies

Many of the flowering ornamental 
plants such as crabapple and flowering 
quince have produced an abundance of 
fruit this year. The fruit of both plants 
can be used to make jellies and some 
other edibles, says Margaret E. Coon 
of the Home Horticulture Center at 
The Ohio State University. 


Some types, however, produce such 
small fruit (cranberry size) that you 
would not want to use these due to 
excessive amounts of sugar required. 


There are many different varieties 
of crabapples of which the size of the 
fruit varies. Fruit size ranges from ^4 
inch to 2 inches in diameter. Crabapple 
taste can vary, too, from tart to 
mellow and sweet. The fruit can be 
used the same as apples — for jelly, 
sauce, pies, etc. 
The flowering quince is closely 
related to the fruiting quince but 
differs by having toothed leaves, 
united styles in the flowers, and 
smooth fruit. The fruiting quince, is 


more oblong with a slight neck like a 
pear. The flowering quince is rounded 
with no neck. 
Both types have fragrant fruit and 
ripen to a golden yellow. In the United 
States, neither is eaten raw. The fruit 
has an odd, acid-like flavor. Both fruits 
can be used for jellies, marmalades, or 
preserves. larger fruits are excellent 
cooked, stewed or in pies. 
Those of you who have popcorn to 
store will want to protect it against 
insects. Insect pests of stored popcorn 
do not lay eggs at temperatures below 
60 degrees F ., says Extension 
Entomologist William Lyon. And, they 
are inactive below 45 degrees, he says. 
So, storage at 40 to 45 degrees will 
prevent insect injury to popcorn. 
However, the insects can survive long 
exposure periods at these tem­ 
peratures. To obtain a quick kill, ex­ 
pose the popcorn to a temperature of 0 
degrees for about 24 hours or longer. 
On larger batches, pesticides can be 
used. You can treat before storage 
with sprays or dusts of pyrethrins or 
malathion, according to label direo 
tions and precautions.

Brown Selected 
As Chief Justice 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Judge 
Clifford Brown of the 6th District Court 
of Appeals has been chosen as chief 
justice of the Judges of the Courts of 
Appeals in Ohio. 
Brown, the senior and presiding 
judge of the Toledo-based court, was 
chosen by Ohio’s 38 appellate judges 
during their annual business meeting 
in Columbus on Thursday. 
The meeting is held in conjunction, 
with the Ohio Judicial Conference, 
when began Wednesday night. 
Brown has served on the 6th District 
court since 1964. 


He said the situation contrasts 
sharply with only five years ago, when 
he said judges, many of them lazy or 
incompetent, focused their attention 
on salaries and pensions while letting 
pending cases gather dust in filing 
cabinets. 
At the same time, he said, the 
existing number of judges cannot 
handle an ever increasing caseload 
without jeopardizing the quality of 
justice. He .said rising caseloads will 
force him to go to the General As­ 
sembly for more judgeships. 
“ Everywhere across this state, you, 
the trial judges, are working harder 
than you ever did before—and 
probably harder than you ever thought 
you could,” O’Neill said. “ Every­ 
where, progress is being made toward 
a completely current trial docket.” 


He said in January 1972, the state 
had a backlog of 1,897 criminal cases 
over six months old. That had been 
reduced to 197 cases by this January. 


In Cuyahoga County, he said, judges 
had a backlog of 594 criminal cases in 
1972. Over the three years, that was 
reduced to a total criminal backlog of 
six cases. 


O’Neill singled out Dayton and 
Youngstown for having current 
criminal trial dockets. He said the 
worst spot in the state is Canton 
Municipal Court, where O’Neill said he

“ I think the criminal has learned

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — The 
Consolidation Coal Co. and eight 
present and former officials were 
indicted by a federal grand jury 
Thursday on 172 counts of conspiring to 
falsify coal mine dust samples. 
A Justice Department attorney said 
all of the alleged violations of the Coal 
Mine Health and Safety Act occurred 
in the company’s Central Division, 
headquartered at Cadiz in eastern 
Ohio.

Brown Selected 
As Chief Justice 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Judge 
Clifford Brown of the 6th District Court 
of Appeals has been chosen as chief 
justice of the Judges of the Courts of 
Appeals in Ohio. 
Brown, the senior and presiding 
judge of the Toledo-based court, was 
chosen by Ohio’s 38 appellate judges 
during their annual business meeting 
in Columbus on Thursday. 
The meeting is held in conjunction, 
with the Ohio Judicial Conference, 
when began Wednesday night. 
Brown has served on the 6th District 
court since 1964. 


He said the situation contrasts 
sharply with only five years ago, when 
he said judges, many of them lazy or 
incompetent, focused their attention 
on salaries and pensions while letting 
pending cases gather dust in filing 
cabinets. 
At the same time, he said, the 
existing number of judges cannot 
handle an ever increasing caseload 
without jeopardizing the quality of 
justice. He said rising caseloads will 
force him to go to the General As­ 
sembly for more judgeships. 
“ Everywhere across this state, you, 
the trial judges, are working harder 
than you ever did before—and 
probably harder than you ever thought 
you could,” O’Neill said. “ Every­ 
where, progress is being made toward 
a completely current trial docket.” 


He said in January 1972, the state 
had a backlog of 1,897 criminal cases 
over six months old. That had been 
reduced to 197 cases by this January. 


In Cuyahoga County, he said, judges 
had a backlog of 594 criminal cases in 
1972. Over the three years, that was 
reduced to a total criminal backlog of 
six cases. 


O’Neill singled out Dayton and 
Youngstown for having current 
criminal trial dockets. He said the 
worst spot in the state is Canton 
Municipal Court, where O’Neill said he 
and

and 
county 
bar 
associations are working on the 
problem. 


“ I think the criminal has learned 
that if he’s apprehended, he’ll be 
swiftly tried and promptly punished,” 
O’Neill said. 
In civil law, O’Neill said the number 
of personal injury lawsuits over 24 
months old has been reduced by 50 per 
cent, and some are being tried within 
90 days of filing. 
The chief justice said the backlog 
reduction came despite a 21 per cent 
increase in case filings.

8 Officials 
Indicted 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
Consolidation Coal Co. and eight 
present and former officials were 
indicted by a federal grand jury 
Thursday on 172 counts of conspiring to 
falsify coal mine dust samples. 
A Justice Department attorney said 
all of the alleged violations of the Coal 
Mine Health and Safety Act occurred 
in the company’s Central Division, 
headquartered at Cadiz in eastern 
Ohio. 
Individuals named in the indictment 
are

Hazelwood, Francis Leo Marks, 
Richard Schrickel, Robert Lisick, 
Samuel Kirkland, Paul Kidney and 
James Kull. 
Robert Courtney, a Washington- 
based Justice Department attorney 
who handled the presentation to the 
grand jury, said this is the first time 
charges have been brought against a 
coal company in connection with 
respirable dust sampling. 
Courtney said the federal law sets 
limits on the amounts and types of dust 
that may be allowed to accumulate in a 
working coal mine. 
The government determines if coal 
mine operators are complying with the 
law by requiring that they take 
samples of the air with small plastic 
devices worn by some miners and send 
the devices to the Mining Enforcement 
Safety 
Adm inistration 
(MESA) 
laboratory in Pittsburgh. 
Courtney said Consolidation is ac­ 
cused of having sent in false samples 
or controlled samples, such as samples 
taken on nonworking days, and failing 
to send any samples at all, allegedly 
because they indicated violation of the 
federal limits.

O’Neill said. 
“ For many years, their principle 
concerns at these meetings were 
pensions and salaries,” he said. 
“ Judges now are giving attention to 
seminars and meetings, some of them 
held on their own, given to improving 
the quality of justice which the judges 
dispense and the efficiency of the 
courts which they administer. 
“ Ohio has truly turned the comer in 
its fight to eliminate (court) delays 
and is making great progress toward 
its goal, which embodies the American 
dream of liberty and justice for all. 
“ I honor you all,” O’Neill said. 
The chief justice indicated, however, 
that if caseloads continue to mount, he 
may have to ask the General Assembly 
for more judges. 
He said the Supreme Court, feeling 
the present judges weren’t doing a 


good enough job themselves, has 
resisted making such requests for sev­ 
eral years. But he said it now appears 
the judges are nearing their maximum 
work level. 
“ There is a lim it to the amount of 
work a judge can do without jeopar­ 
dizing the 
quality of 
justice 
he 
dispenses,” O’Neill said. 
He noted that cases in the courts of 
appeal have jumped, and said cases in 
juvenile courts have risen from 157,000 
in 1972 to 200,000 in 1975. 
“ Those courts are simply swam­ 
ped,” the judge said. 
But the chief justice’s overall tone 
was one of praise for the judges’ ef­ 
forts. 
“ This sort of revolutionary change in 
the practice of law in such a short time 
is seldom if ever equaled in any state,” 
he said.

Everything You Wanted to Know 
About Touch-typing and Shorthand 
and Were Afraid to Ask: 
I’ve written about a zillion words on 
a Royal portable presented to me by-

W ashing ton T im es-H era ld, out of 
sheer g ratitude for my coverag e of the 
Boer War. I’ve never looked at the 
keyboard. It would only confuse me. It 
would take me an hour to find qwer- 
tyuiopa sdfg hjklzxcvbnm and such 
hierog lyphics a s !“ $&’( p-F-L» 1* ;:? 
and ,. I'm a touch typist. 
Well, overcoming all those years of 
shyness, I took this matter of the crazy- 
key board to the Royal Family and the 
answer is almost too simple to bear.

Shorthand? The earliest system was 
invented by Marcus Tullius Tiro to 
record the orations of Cicero. Several 
Shakespearean plays owe their con­ 
tinued life to shorthand stenog raphers 
who caug ht them on the wing and 
made enoug h copies to weather the 
ag es. It is said that St. Paul dictated 
some of his Epistles to two shorthand 
experts. Woodrow Wilson and Pope 
Pius XII used shorthand in their first 
drafts of speeches and encyclicals.

ANN ARBOR, Mich. (AP) - In 
these brig ht and sterile halls dedicated 
to the preservation of life, death is 
often a visitor. 
But that bitter realization does not 
placate the doctors at the Veterans 
Administration Hospital here where in 
the pa st two m onths, som ehow , 
“ someone with intent,” opened the 
door to let death in. 
That someone, as yet unknown, 
a dm inistered a powerful m uscle 
relaxant to a number of patients, who 
fell into respiratory- arrest as a result. 
The FBI is still investig ating . 
Only quick work by the VA hospital 
staff stopped the toll from being worse 
than it was. 
“ As nearly as we can tell, there was 
only one death that appears to be 
related to respiratory arrest that was 
suspicious,” says Dr. S. Martin Lin- 
denauer, chief of staff. 
Hospitals like the VA, which receive 
a hig h load of critically ill patients, are 
g eared up to expect a hig her than 
normal number of patients who stop 
breathing and must be resuscitated. 
In fact, the hospital has averag ed six 
respiratory arrests a month for the 
first six months of 1975. 
But suddenly, in J uly and Aug ust, 
there was

rash 
of 
respiratory 
arrests. 
“ There were 15 ca ses that had no 
a dequa te 
expla na tion 
and 
were 
suspicious,” 
Dr. 
Lindenauer 
says.

Caplan, director of LEAA’s National 
Institute of Law Enforcement and 
Criminal Justice, and Charles Work, 
deputy LEAA administrator. 
Consultants allegedly were brought 
in to perform work that Civil Service 
regulations require be done by fulltime 
employes. 
The m atter has been pending for 
months with no action by Velde. Some 
top officials, included Work, report­ 
edly have threatened to resign if 
Velde took what they considered un­ 
duly harsh disciplinary action, par­ 
ticularly suspensions without pay. 
It was learned that cases of two of 
the six officials under investigation, 
were settled with a letter of reprimand 
being placed in their personnel files. 
Velde sent his recommendations on 
two other cases to Deputy Atty. Gen. 
Harold Tyler. 


Flag-Raising 
Refusal Backed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
Supreme Court Friday refused to hear 
a city’s appeal from a ruling which 
said a fireman can refuse on religions 
grounds to raise the United States flag 
in front of his fire station. 
The court rejected an appeal by the 
City of North Ridgeville in Lorain 
County, which was ordered by the 9th 
District Court of Appeals to reinstate 
the discharged fireman. 
The case involves Gary F. Bacher, a 
North Ridgeville fireman since Dec. 
31, 1971, who refused to raise the flag 
after converting to the Jehovah’s 
Witnesses religion. 
Bacher said the act of raising the 
flag is a form of idolatry, as evidenced 
by the ritual and ceremony involved, 
and thus violates his religious beliefs. 
The city disagreed, saying hoisting 
the flag in front of the station was a 
purely physical act, 
involving no 
ceremony, no pledge of allegiance, no 
formation and no loyalty oath. 
City officials said the flaghoisting is 
considered routine duty, and allowing 
Bacher to refuse it jeopardized depart­ 
ment discipline.

UMW Asked 
To Punish 
Dissidents 


CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) — The 
United Mine Workers union was asked 
Friday by local UMW officials to 
punish dissident miners who continue 
a wildcat strike in the West Virginia 
coalfields. 
After a stormy two-hour session in 
which about 250 elected officials 
agreed to return to work, UMW 
President Arnold Miller said he feels 
“ District 17 is going to return to 
work.” 
Miller said that, once the mines are 
again operating, a joint commission of 
UMW and Bituminous Coal Operators 
Association officials will investigate a 
basic complaint that triggered the 
walkout Aug. ll — the grievance 
procedure and use of court injunctions 
in local disputes. 
Miller and other leaders had ex­ 
pressed optimism earlier in the week 
that the strike be over Friday. But 
several reports of violence Thursday 
dashed hopes of an accord before Mon­ 
day. 
Much of the violence Thursday, 
which included gunplay by pickets and 
burning of an unused coal tipple and a 
private automobile, was blamed on the 
right-to-strike advocates. They seek 
reopening of negotiations on the 1974 
labor-management agreement, the 
first ever ratified by the UMW’s rank- 
and-file. 
One miner at the Charleston meeting 
said that “ every man here wants to 
return to work. Ifs those idiots out 
there on the picket line. They’re the 
ones who we ought to be doing some­ 
thing about.” Miller and others feel the 
right-to-strike group is losing its 
authority and soon will be unable to 
keep the coalfields idle.

“This prog ram will raise not ju st 
g asoline and sales tax es, bu t the 
property and income tax es as well,” he 
said. 
State law requ ires the General 
Assembly to appoint a committee to 
oppose initiativ e petition constitu tional 
amendments.

ag ainst

proposals and arg u ments of similar 
leng ths in fav or of the proposals mu st 
be pu blished in newspapers in each 
cou nty at least 30 day s before an 
election. 
The fou r proposals, all constitu tional 
amendments, will be on the Nov .

The 
ju dicial sy stem, not only in ou r cou nty 
bu t all ov er the cou ntry , is written now 
as to pu t the officer who is doing his 
best to u phold the law in a position 
where he or she tu rns ou t to be the 
v ictim of loopholes and left wide open 
for criticism by the people he is try ing 
to please. The law enforcem ent 
ag encies are ju st g oing to become a 
sy mbol to people who want to cau se 
trou ble for the alway s law abiding 
citizen. 
“The attorney s and prosecu tors are 
u sing the plea barg aining sy stem like 
an au tomobile dealer selling cars . . . 
This is not all wTong , bu t it is now all 
ou t of proportion and the criminal is 
g etting off v ery nicely . The depu ty in 
Pickaway Cou nty who comes into 
cou rt on his free time or time he cou ld 
u se to be with his family loses all the 
way arou nd. The depu ty or sheriff does 
not receiv e ex tra pay to come into 
cou rt on his day off or when he has to 
work ov ertime. This is bad enou g h, bu t 
to see the cou rts, attorney s and 
prosecu tors take y ou r case, redu ce 
y ou r charg e and sometimes ju st throw 
the case ou t of cou rt is enou g h to tu rn 
y ou ag ainst ev en making an arrest 
becau se y ou know what’s g oing to 
happen and the wasted time that will 
be spent. 
“This is the main reason I cannot 
cope with this job at the present time, 
bu t there are other reasons also, su ch 
as: why does the depu ty hav e to pay 
for his own insu rance? This man pu ts 
his life on the line ev ery time he an­ 
swers a call. 
“Thing s like paid insu rance, time 
and one-half pay for time ov er 40 
hou rs, compensation for cou rt time, 
dou ble time on holiday s wou ld help. 
“If any one dou bts what I hav e 
written they need only to Walk a mile 
in my shoes.’ That shou ld be enou g h to 
ex plain to ev en the most critical 
person what I hav e spoken abou t.”

Legislators Blast 
Big Bond Issues

L egislators 
filed 
th eir 
form al 
arguments against Gov. Jam es A. 
Rhodes’ economic recovery’ program 
Friday, saying the multibillion dollar 
bond proposals will require massive 
tax increases on average citizens. 
In filings with the secretary of state, 
a committee of four legislators said the 
governor’s four ballot proposals would 
undoubtedly require tax increases, 
and added that some of them simply 
won’t work. 
“This is only the first step in in­ 
forming the voters in Ohio of the 
massive debt that each of them will 
incur if these issues pass,’’ said Senate 
Majority leader Oliver Ocasek, D-27 
Akron. 
“This program will raise not just 
gasoline and sales taxes, but the 
property and income taxes as well,’’ he 
said. 
State law requires the General 
Assembly to appoint a committee to 
oppose initiative petition constitutional 
amendments. 
The 
argum ents 
against 
the 
proposals and arguments of similar 
lengths in favor of the proposals must 
be published in newspapers in each 
county at least 30 days before an 
election. 
The four proposals, all constitutional 
amendments, will be on the Nov. 4 
general election ballot. 
Here are excerpts from the op­ 
position statements: 
—On the industrial tax abatement 
issue: “The issue proposes to exclude 
any new, expanding or modernizing 
manufacturing industry' from all ad 
valorem property taxes, and one half 
of all real property taxes for 30 years 
in 
‘critical areas’ 
and 
15 
years 
otherwise. 
“These same industries will require 
significant increases in city services 
and schools which your property taxes 
support. While big business pays lower 
taxes, 
who pays higher 
property 
taxes? You do!’’ 
—On the $1.75 billion transportation 
issue: “Issue 3 proposes to increase 
your already incredibly high gasoline 
prices by raising state taxes on gaso­ 
line to retire a $3.71 billion bond debt 
($1.75 billion principal. $1.96 billion 
interest.)” 
—On the urban revitalization issue: 
“ ...Issue 4 proposes to place Ohioans in 
debt to the tune of $5.83 billion for an 
unwieldy and unplanned program with 
all the earmarks of a pork barrel 
promising something for nothing to 
everyone.

Pickaway County Sheriff Dwight 
Radcliff 
announced 
today 
the 
resignation of Jack C. Moats as a 
deputy, effective Wednesday. 
Moats joined the sheriff’s staff on 
Dec. 9,1974. In his letter of resignation, 
Moats told the sheriff he has found the 
job very rewarding at times. 
He cited the lack of overtime pay, 
long hours, lack of a paid insurance 
program and the laxity of the courts in 
prosecuting criminals as his reasons. 
Here are some excerpts from his 
letter: 
“The people of Pickaway County 
have a lot to be thankful for as they do 
not know the hours and time or the 
locked doors the police officer runs 
into through the course of his job. The 
judicial system, not only in our county 
but all over the country-, is written now 
as to put the officer who is doing his 
best to uphold the law in a position 
where he or she turns out to be the 
victim of loopholes and left wide open 
for criticism by the people he is trying 
to please. The law enforcem ent 
agencies are just going to become a 
symbol to people who want to cause 
trouble for the always law abiding 
citizen. 
“The attorneys and prosecutors are 
using the plea bargaining system like 
an automobile dealer selling cars . . . 
This is not all wrong, but it is now all 
out of proportion and the criminal is 
getting off very nicely. The deputy in 
Pickaway County who comes into 
court on his free time or time he could 
use to be with his family loses all the 
way around. The deputy or sheriff does 
not receive extra pay to come into 
court on his day off or when he has to 
work overtime. This is bad enough, but 
to see the courts, attorneys and 
prosecutors take your case, reduce 
your charge and sometimes just throw 
the case out of court is enough to turn 
you against even making an arrest 
because you know what’s going to 
happen and the wasted time that will 
be spent. 
“This is the main reason I cannot 
cope with this job at the present time, 
but there are other reasons also, such 
as: why does the deputy have to pay 
for his own insurance? This man puts 
his life on the line everytime he an­ 
swers a call. 
“Things like paid insurance, time 
and one-half pay for time over 40 
hours, compensation for court time, 
double time on holidays would help. 
“If anyone doubts what I have 
written they need only to Walk a mile 
in my shoes.’ That should be enough to 
explain to even the most critical 
person what I have spoken about.”
